AN ELECTRIC STORM 


Does a Iiarg-e Amount of Damage 


at Louisville. 


KANT HOUSES PROOFED AND RAZED. 


Electricity Causes a Panic Among Two 


Hundred 
Sewing Girls — Men 


Shocked and Burned by Fall- 


ing Electric Wires, Etc. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 27.—Louis- 


ville was visited yesterday afternoon 
by a severe wind and electrical storm, 
which last half an hour. Many houses 
were unroofed and razed and the oeeu- 
punts had narrow escapes. 
Large 


shade trees were blown down and sev- 
eral people were injured by electric 
wires. 
The storm canie 
from the 


southwest accompanied by heavy rain. 
The path of the storm was almost 
identical with that taken by the fatal 
tornado of March 27, 1890. 


Twelve persons had a narrow escape 


in a house at Twenty-eig-hth street and 
Greenwood avenue. Mrs. Herman 
Xeilch, her children and those of a 
neig-hbor were in the house when the 
storm struck. The roof was blown ofl 
and carried 200 feet. The occupants of 
the house were buried in the falling 
debris, but none were injured more than 
a few scratches and bruises. 


At the jeans clothing plant of, Tapp, 


Leathers & Co., 823 West Main street, 
where 200 girls and women are em- 
ployed, a panic reigned. The sewing 
machines are run by electricity. The 
electric 
wires 
feeding 
them be- 


came 
overcharged 
and 
many of 


the girls were shocked or fainted. 
Mary Wager was badly burned about 
the armaand neck, as was also Belle 
Ackerman. Both are in a serious con- 
dition, the latter being in convulsions 
np to a late hour. Twelve other girls 
were carried out insensible, but soon 
revived. 


Directly opposite two men, George 


Englert and Louis Klopheke, were bad- 
ly shocked and burned by fallen elec- 
tric wires. 


Many minor accidents are reported 


but no fatalities. 
In New Albany, 


Ind., directly across the river, the 
wind was also severe, and much dam- 
age resulted from fallen trees and fly- 
ing debris. 


THE PULLMAN TIE-UP. 


A Partial Countermand—Hsrsbal* to Pro- 


tect Railroad Property. 


CINCINNATI, June 26,—The was no at- 


tempt to tie up the Pullman cars in 
Cincinnati to-day, nor will there be to- 
night. Cincinnati was exempted from 
the order of the American Railway un- 
ion to begin the boycott at noon to- 
day. 


This was the instruction received by 


Mr. P. W. Phelan, American Railway 
union representative here, at 8 o'clock 
this morning from President Debs in 
Chicago. Mr. Phelan, asked to explain 
the situation further from his stand- 
point, said: 


"I am of the opinion that the coun- 


termanding order was sent because the 
railway union docs not wish to tie up 
too much territory at once. There is 
no desire to put any more inconveni- 
ence upon the public than we are com- 
pelled'to," 


The local Pullman officials do not 


appear to be much disturbed. They 
say that many applications have al- 
ready been filed for work, and that the 
company has a surplus of cars at hand. 


United States Deputy Marshal Willis 


Cox, at Covington, Ky., received orders 
from Judge Win. Taft, of the United 
States court this morning- to issue a 
call for United Suites deputy marshals 
of Kentucky at Louisville, Jackson, 
Moor head. Mount Sterling, Pineville 
and Pittsburgh to report at the govern- 
ment building in Covington, there to 
.wait orders. 
Judge Taft's action is to protect 


property of the Southf.-ra railroad, 
whic,h is in control of the United States 
government. The marshal was also In- 
structed to swear in private citizens m*t 
marshals, should the f&oi&ency arise 
and the railroad property 1« seriously 
threatened at Ludlow or other points. 
And, finally, if necessary, the United 
States troops will be culled out.

Bov. Hamill Becomes a RepubUcan

As on previous occasions, the foreign 


manufacturers will put their prices 
down to the lowest notch for the purpote 
of striking the American manufacturers 
the severest blow they can below the 
belt. The consumers, finding the stores 
full of foreign novelties, offered at lower 
prices, will buy thorn and give the 
American goods the go-by. Under these 
condition* not many factories which are 
close:! now will be tempted to reopen for 
sometime. Those which are running, 
being confronted by sharper competition 
will have to stop it wages cannot be re- 
duced so they can compete with the 
foreigners. 


Thus, while the secretary of the treas- 


ury may congratulate himself on the 
passage of the tariff bill, the men en- 
gaged in protected industries need not 
look for a change for the better in their 
condition when it passes.

BAFFLE ROYH. 


The Pullman Company and the 


American Bailway Union 


BEGIS A LIFE AND DEATH STRUGGLE, 


Which is Expected to AHect Nearly 


Every Railroad Company and Em- 
j 


ployc in the Country—United La- 
bor Against Aggregated Capital. 


CHICAGO, June 26.—The boycott de- 


clared against the Pullman Palace Car 
Co. by the American Railway union 
went into effect at 12 o'clock to-day. 
The order is supposed to include every 
railroad in the United States which 
handles Pullman cars, and,as declared 
by the union officials, every road whicl) 
insists upon running- the sleepers wilj 
be subjected to a strike, if necessary. 


As a result of the boycott, all th« 


switchmen in the freight yards of th« 
Illinois Central went out at 6:10 o'clock 
this evening, and no freight of any 
character is being handled in the yards. 
The order to strike was issued this af 
ternoon, but not served until late, an$ 
after it became apparent that the 111! 
nois Central officials were determined 
to run the Pullman cars. 


In addition to the freight switchmen, 


it is expected that the men working iq 
the upper yards handling the passen- 
ger trains will go out to-morrow morn- 
ing. The strike was sudden, and so 
far is effective, taking the officials by 
surprise, and leaving- the work in tha 
yards in bad shape. 


When the boycott order became ef- 


fective this noon it marked the begin- 
ning of what is expected to be the 
greatest struggle between capital und 
labor ever inaugurated in the United 
States. It is a battle in which an effort 
will be made to unite all railroad em- 
ployes in the country in one common 
effort to secure better wages, and 
while the boycott is ostensibly de- 
clared as a demonstration of sym- 
pathy in behalf of the strikers in 
the Pullman 
shops, 
it

between the greatest and most power- 
ful railroad labor organization and tha 
entire railroad capital. The Pnllmaq 
boycott means the permanent success] 
of the one organization through which, 
it is sought to unite all employes of 
railroads. 


For this reason the strike on the Illi- 


nois Central will be of the greatest 
moment, both to the employes and tha 
railroads. About 400 men are included 
in the freight switchmen's unions, two 
in number, and when the passenger 
swichmen go out it will swell the num- 
ber to about 500. 


It had been announced to-day that 


no trains to which Pullman sleepers 
were attached would be permitted to 
go out of the Illinois Central depot af- 
ter 10 o'clock, and as a precautionary 
measure the company had all of its 
passenger trains made up last nig-ht. 
The coaches were chained together. 
padlocked and sealed with the com- 
pany's seal at the couplings; and in ad- 
dition each train carried a guard of teq 
special officers employed by the rail- 
road. 


The first train lef t at 1:35 and threo 


other trains were sent out at ]0 o'clock 
to-night with guards and from one txi 
two sleepers. 


The engineers and trainmen received 


orders from their chiefs to-day not ta 
take part in the boycott or assist tha 
union men in any way, and the rail- 
road company relied on this to a great 
extent in getting out their trains. Tha 
union officers claim, however, that all 
of the men are in sympathy with the 
strike and boycott and that the switch- 
men were ordered ont merely to protect 
the passenger trainmen who would be 
unable to render efficient aid by them- 
selves. 


Up to a late hour to-night no other 


orders for strikes were issued, but to- 
morrow, it is understood that all Amer- 
ican Railway union men on the entire 
Illinois Central system will be called 
oitt unless the officials consent to join 
in the Pullman boycott. 


On the other roads no trouble was 


had in running out trains, although it 
is expected that because of the Chicago 
& Erie sending out trains under guarc 
B. strike will be ordered on that road. 


With the remainder of the Chicago 


railroads it is the intention of the offi 
cials to allow the Pullman cars to be 
carried out of Chicago, but to prevent 
their return. 


At about 9 o'clock to-night a mob o: 


ewitchmen and sympathizers congre 
gated at Grand Crossing, the junction 
of the Illinois Central and other roads 
out of Chicago, and overpo%vering the 
one or two special officers there, took 
charge of the signal gates arftl refused 
to permit the passage of Illinois Cen 
tral trains.

TJYONS, June 36.—Anti-Italian dem- 


onstrations were kept up throughout 
the night, in spite of the efforts of the 
police and military to prevent them. 
Several Italian shops and dwellings 
were attacked and wrecked during the

the way of the moV were beaten or 
otherwise maltreated. 


This morning an attack was made 


upon the Italian quarter by the largest 
mob that has yet gathered since the 
assassination of the president. Italian 
houses and shops were broken into, 
their occupants beaten—some barely 
escaping with their lives—and their 
contents thrown into the streets. Not 
a single Italian shop or dwelling es- 
caped the fury of the mob. The furni- 
ture, provisions, etc. were thrown out 
of the houses, and were gathered in 
heaps and burned in the streets. 


The mob was finally dispersed by a 


guard of cuirassiers, headed by the 
prefect. The police patrols arrested 
300 of the rioters and put them in jail. 


A cordon of soldiers is surrounding 


the Italian consulate. 
All is quiet 


Canadian Sympathy. 


OTTAWA, Ont., June 27.—The gov- 


ernor-general of Canada has cabled 
Lord 
Dufferin, British minister at 


Paris, requesting- him to convey to the 
French ministry the sincere sympathy 
of the Canadian government with the 
French people in the calamity which 
has befallen them in the assassination 
of President Carnot. Sir John Thomp- 
son has sent his personal sympathy 
with her in her heavy bereavement to 
Mme. Carnot. 


Telegrams of Condolence.

dolence from all parts of the world are 
being received by Mme. Carnot and the 
government.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


(Fint Session.) 


SENATE. 


WAflHranTOH. June 26.~Somc eight sec- 


tions, covering about eighteen pageR of the 
tariff bill, wore disposed of in the senate to- 
day, ail applying to tao income tax, and twelve 
pages more remain to be gone through with be- 
fore thut portion of the bill will be completed. 
The votes exempting the salaries of the presi- 
dent of the United States and of United States 
Judges are to bo reconsidered, unless Mr. Mo- 
L,auriu (dem. Mass.) should change his opinion 
on that point; but whether he will wait till the 
bill shall be reported to the senate or not re- 
mains to be decided- 
During the first half of the day Mr. Hill was 


again the central figure of opposition to the 
finance committee, and at one point, he almost 
succeeded In getting the better of the commit- 
tee. That was on a motion to exempt rrom 
the provisions of the Income tax bonds issued 
by states. Four democratic senators who ha<l 
been hitherto faithful to their party ranged 
themselves 
on 
the 
sideJ of 
Mr. Hill. 


They were Senators Gray, Morgan, Pugh 
and Caiferv- But Mr. Morgan, who would have 
voted for Mr. Hill's amendment, was paired 
with Mr. Quay, who, as a republican, would 
also have voted for it, and HO two votes in its 
favor were lost. Besides that. Senator Irby, 
who has usually been found voting with Mr.

HOUSE. 


The house to-day Bnally disposed of the (ten- 


eraUKsflcienoy appropriation bill for the year 
ending June SO. 1894. Most of the session was 
spent in consideration of the Question of pay- 
ing the judgments rendered by the court of 
claims in the matter of claims on account of 
Indian depredations. It was(agreed, as the re- 
sult of three hours' discussion, to appropriate 
8100,006 toward the payment of the judgments 
which aggregate 1514,000. The changes made 
in the bill add, net, something over $100,000 to 
the total of appropriations carried by mak- 
ing it In round numbers $5.000.000.

CROP PROSPECTS GOOD. 


Wheat and Corn in Illinois Prom- 


ise a Very Fine Yield. 


The weekly crop bulletin issued by 


the Illinois Weather Service for the 
week ending June 25 says: Corn gener- 
ally is reported in fine condition, is well 
cultivated, making rapid growth, anci 
with seasonable weather will be an im- 
mense crop. 
Wheat harvest is nearing 


completion in the southern counties 
Much of it is already in shock and the 
yield and quality reported good. In tho 
central 
counties 
the crop is being 


harvested. Some correspondents of this 
section report considerable damage to 
wheat by chinch bugs. Rye is being cut 
but tho reports generally indicate 
light yield. In the southern and central 
counties there is but slight change in 
the condition of cats, which are onlj fair 
with prospects of a yield below the 
average. Many correspondents of the 
southern distiicts say this crop is look 
ing WP!) and heading nicely. 


Where i.un fell there is a slight im- 


proiement noticed in the meadows, but 
the yield of hay will he short. Pastutes 
are in poor condition, reeding rain badly. 
Theio is slight improvement in fruit. 
Clover bay has been secured in good 
condition. In wmie instances the young 
clover is dying, owing tu the lack of rain.
